This is ft question which concerns tbo 
people of this Province very much, on 
ttccount of our isolated condition ant! 
customs restrictions which in many re- 
spects nre unsuitod to the requirements 
of the country. To stm t somo industries 
which requiro a grout outlay, with only a 
limited demand, would bo ruinous, and 
this no doubt, ia one reason why mora 
capital has not been invested in that di 
reotion. On somo articles according to 
our present tariff wo have not sufficient 
protection, and could not compete with 
Amorica iu this our infant state. It would 
also seem from our imports that our far 
mers a? a rule aro afflicted with a cortnin 
spirit of indifl'erenjo as to what they raise, 
as the supply of many classes of cereals 
are not equal to the demand; and it is 
highly discreditable to the known indus- 
tiious habits of tlio British colonist to be 
fed by foreign hands, who import their 
grain from a distance and under the dig- 
advantages of imperfect transportation. 
To desire protection iu this case would 
be absurd, as thero is a local demand for 
more than wo produce, and it can be 
raised on the spot for local consumption 
at a much cheaper rate, than it can be 
brought from long distances. Iudiscrim 
inute protection to industries is more in 
iurioustoa community than beneficial, 
and iu a broad view of tho matter no ex 
ceptioual cases of protection are justified 
in equity or law. What is most roquir 
ed is a more intelligent study of the de- 
mand, in order to establish a supply iu 
proportion to it. To cultivate a know 
ledge of our requirements and labor dil 
litjently to furnish tliom; then would every 
effort, made iu this respect be rewarded 
with success. It is openly assorted by 
Americans that if Victoria were a free 
port agniu it would strike a great blow to 
Ban Francisco by' taking away most of ita 
Pucitic trade, and woulti become tho com 
mercial emporium of the whole of North 
America, from San Francisco to tho Aro 
tic Ocean. We h >vo nothing to fear from 
California as a Manufacturing rival, for 
wo nave superior advautages in the shape 
of wood, coal, and water convenience, and 
instead of sending our wares to them they 
would come here for them, and fur many 
other things which they are obliged to 
procure from the Eastern States. The 
trade of India, China, Japan, Australia, 
Now Zealand, and the cotton and coffee 
islands of tlio Pacific would centre- here, 
and it requires no very intelligent mind to 
perceive th it the qne-tion of supply and 
domand Would be settled by a weal hy 
community who with tho inducement to 
establish industries to exohange for for 
eign commodities, would readily find the 
will and the means to do so. and thus iu a 
few years raise the languid country of to- 
day, into opulence aud power. Lot us 
then by every means at our disposal en 
deavor to bring about so desirable a re 
salt, for countries like men, are good or 
bad according to the manner in which 
they aie developed. 

Ten Years Hence or a Glimpse into the 
Future. 

Editor Colonist:— In your issue of the 
20th m>t. your readers will recollect that 
I bad Bcarot-ly lime to get ou board the 
steamer at Pruttsville owing to the attrac- 
tions lhat lOVt-ly place afforded. Once ou 
board, however, those scenes became over- 
shadowed with otherueqnally us beautiful. 
At a short distance f torn Pruttavilla, nnd 
on the opposite side of the liver, was lo 
oated tho picturesque Mission of St. 
Mary's. The chapoi aud couvent occu- 
pied a central position in tho midst of a 
lovely cluster of coitagts of various sizes 
and tie.-igns, chiefly occupied by Inilitms, 
for it had now become the headquarters 
of all the snpeiannuated, who came here 
to expiate their bids bi fore going to the 
final hunting ground, which, iu the red 
man's theory, is vastly superior to any- 
thing found on tho ierrestial sphere, for 
thero ihe sun uever sets nor foliage deoay, 
but ever remains bright, warm and 
beautitul in the spirit land of his untutor- 
ed race. Indians of ull uges crowded the 
busy wharf dressed in all the brightest 
colors of Manchester fabrics, and many 
watched with curious eyes the wondrous 
things disclosed to them by tho white 
man's ingenuity aud skill. To main' tho 
white man appeared iu the Shupo of earth 
born gods, who, by a knowledge unknown 
to tho poor heatui u, seemed to move all 
things with tho power of a soeret and 
hidden will. Our stu}' here was very 
short, as thero was not much trade curried 
ou ut this place. Ciossiugtho river ob- 
liquely to what was known as the niouih 
of tho Sumut-s Slough, we came to the 
town called Derby ville, which was the 
third town of importance on the Frazer, 
Avery commodious aud substantial wharf 
had been built lit the month of the slough; 
also extensive warehouses; there was also 
a b.idge across the slough connecting with 
Sumass Mountain, aud a road extended 
along tho northern bust- of tho tiumass 
mountain to Mafo-qui, thus bringing the 
two valleys in close relationship to each 
other, which was a decided advantage 
over tho old road which led over the 
rocky lidgo of the southern extnmity 
of tho mountain. At somo little 
distance from the wharf stood an elegant 
building called tho Fulton Hotel 
which seemed to he occupied chiefly by 
tourists aud pleasure seekers. Among the 
industiies 1 noticed a saw mill, wood ware 
factory, foundry, glue factory aud a boil- 
ing down and meat canning establish- 
ment. Tho latter had bi en called iuto 
requisition by tho immense amount of 
stock that was raised iu tho valleys, and 
east of the Cascades. All tho hoof of de- 
funct horses, us well as those of tho var- 
ious kinds of stock slaughtered there 
wore used up f"r tho manufacture of glue, 
and the imim use amount of tallow pro- 
duced in tho boiling down establishment 
was converted into soap and candles; of 
equal importance to other industries, I 
might mention a :ihix mill which was in 
full blast employing quite a number of 
hands in the m inufuctnre of course linen 
and rope; for flax was grown extensively 
OC ihe partially cleared land, which pay- 
ed hand.sotnely as it could bo planted be- 
tween the stumps and required very little 
Bitention. A low hill lying midway be- 
tween tho western extremity of tho Ohilh- 



' 

whack mountain and Derbyvillo had been 
dedicated to tho public as a park and on 
its summit a small observatory had been 
erected with a balcony all round the up- 
per portion of the building to which tho 
public woro admitted. I was informed 
that iu order to drain the Suinus lake ef- 
fectively a tunnel had been driven under 
the dividing ridgo of the southern termin- 
us of the Sumas valloy, which had proved 
a great success, and had materially ussi-t 
ed in disposing of the interior water which 
collectod during the time of high water 
when the flood-gates were closed, and that 
all the wator being conducted by a chau- 
nel to the tunnel waB discharged into a 
small hay at low water mark near the 
boundary line. It was impossible during 
my short slay to do ample justice to the 
variety of improvements, which had been 
perfected ; <-uffice it to say that iu the 
short space of ton years tho aspect of the 
whole country a"nd surroundings was 
changed, and that where before was doubt 
and uncertainty aud heavy auxious faoes, 
at this time of the year, nothing but joy 
and prosperity prevailed. Wo took on 
board a large quantity of freight and pro- 
duce at this place for shipment into the 
interior. Being invited to diuo with tho 
genial host of the Fulton Hotel I reluc- 
tantly exchanged my pleasing investiga- 
tions for a course of that substantial ma- 
sonry, whioh forms the chief support of 
the human edifice; an 1 iu the performance 
of this most eujoyablo duty leuvo my 
readers to ruminate over what I have al- 
ready plaped before thorn. X. 

Quicksilver Mining Extraordinary, 
— The Virginia City Enterprise gives an 
accouut of a novol method of obtaining 
quicksilver pursued by a couple of ingen- 
ious Germaus: Each man is provided w ith 
a half-inch iron rod about ten feet iu 
longth. At the upper end the rod is bo 
bout as to form a loop or oye largo enough 
to admit tho hand, while at tho lower end 
is a copper hood about a foot, iu length, 
shaped liko the head of a soldering-iron, 
and weighing somo ton pounds. This 
head has a large octagonal bnlge in tho 
middle, and in o>ioh of its eight faces is 
a cavity about an inch iu depth aud near- 
ly three-quartors of an inch in diameter 
at the top. Ia working, the men no iuto 
tho bed of tho river anil work their probes 
down into the sand, mud or gravel, as tho 
case may be, and then begin churning. 
As tlioy thus chum the quicksilver muvt s 
toward nnd iuto tho hole, and either 
clicks to tho sides of tho "bob" or i- 
caught in small cavities. The "bob" is 
frequently lifted from the hole aud diall- 
ed of tho amalgam it has accumulated by 
means of a Hunill scraper. The cavities 
are more for tiso in catching tho quick- 
silver that flows iu at the sides of the 
hole where the ground is shaken than for 
collecting amalgam. As there are hun- 
dreds and hundreds of tous of quioksilver 
iu tho bed of tho river, all of which con- 
tain more or less gold and silver, the two 
"bobbers" are doubtless making excellent 
wages.

British Columbia Benevolent Society. 

The following roport of tho Committee 
of this worthy society was submitted at 
the annual gonorat meeting on Wednes- 
day, January 24th, 1578: — 

In submitting thoir report with tho 
Treasurer's accounts, tho committee re- 
gret to observe a falling off in tho Socio- 
ty's resources. The usefulness which the 
Society has maintained since its establish- 
ment should recommend itself very gou- 
eraly to tho public, and it is hoped that 
subscriptions will, during the preseift year 
exhibit a substantial inoreaso. 

During tho year past relief has beon 
extended to twenty seven persons and 
families (sovon of whom have been assist- 
ed to their homoB) who wero in circum- 
stances of distress from sickness or other 
unavoidable misfortune. The Society in 
all cases seeks to supply aid by the fur- 
nishing of relief in kind, rather than in 
money, so ai to guard against imposition 
as far as possible. 

It is a satisfaction to know that tho So- 
oiety has done good work in tuo past, and 
the coniniittco commend its objocts to 
the liberal sympathy and support of the 
public of British Columbia with conli- 
dence. 

Tho urgent nood of a Convalescent 
Homo and Infirmary is being constantly 
demonstrated by applications to tho So- 
ciety for assistance from persons requir- 
ing help on first leaving the Public Hos- 
pitals, ami in cases of infirmity, incapaci- 
tating from work of any kind. Tho So- 
ciety would gladly extend its usefulness 
in this direction and trust that a generous 
grant from the Government may bo ob 
fanned so as to enable the object to be un- 
dertaken. 

Tho apprenticing of orphan children or 
children abandoned by their parents, also 
requiros the attention of the Provincial 
Government. In assuming the charge of 
such children tho Society would recom- 
mend that the Mayor of the City should 
be empowered by tho Legislature, to bind 
an apprentice for the usual term of years 
to learn a trade or handicraft, and that in 
order to prevent oontinued neglect or ill- 
usage by tho master, tho Stipendiary 
Magistrate should havo power to annul 
tho apprenticeship upon sufficient oauso 
boing shown. 

The Treasurers roport showed that dur- 
ing tho year the sum of 8-109 21 had been 
expendod, leaving a balance of 8292.18 to 
the credit of tho Society which will no 
doubt bo LLoro generously supported 
tho public as it become better known ,

CALIFORNIA. 

San Pbanoisoo, Jan. 25.— Ship Wes- 
tern Shore for Seattle, (he bark King 
Phillip for Port Gamble, a»d tho bark 
Don Nicholas for Victoria, wore towed 
to sea this morning. Tho tugs left thoin 
inside the bur. Outside the sea was break- 
ing heavy and the wind was too light to 
enable tho ships to work across against 
tho heavy rollers aud all three wore carried 
about a mile south of tho heads, whore 
tho bteakois are continuous from tho 
beach to tho bar. All anchored to the 
breakers this afternoon. Tho King Phillip 
parted her cables aud wont ashore, tho 
others still holding oujbutthey are liable 
to go at any moment from the heavy son 
running owing to tho recent gale, Tho 
fate of tlio crew of tho King Phillip is not 
yot ascertained. Sho will undoubtedly 
soon go to pieces. Sho is a bark of 1180 
tons aud owned by Popo & Talbot of this 
city. All the vessels wore in ballast. 

Later.— A portion of tho crow of the 
King Phillip have reached shore in boats, 
others remain on tho vessel. Tho Wostern 
Shore still holds on. Several tugs at- 
tempted to rescue her from her perilous 
position without success. Capt. Blinu, 
her commander, was killed by the part- 
ing of the hawser, which struck him on 
tho rebound. Tho bark Don Nicholas, 
which lay in a more favorable positiou, 
has been towed oil and is now entering 
tho harbor. At last reports tho soa wus 
increasing. Tho King Phillip was valued 
at about .'525,000; insured.

Britain and Ilnsalu. 

Constantinople, Jan. 22.— A dispatch 
says tho whole district of Bouegos has 
been devastated by Bashi Bazouks and 
Circassians, who slaughtered tho inhabi- 
tants and burned tho villages. 

A Russian official disp itch from Tides 
says Gen. Komuraff's detachment from 
Ardanatck stormed Artvin on tho 13th. 
The Turks lo-t heavily; Russians slightly. 

London, Tan. 22. — Dispatches from 
Vienna say that Russia has taken tho fate 
of Ron ma nia, Servia and Montenegro 
into her own hands and none of them will 
bo represented in the negotiations with 
Turkey. This is causing much ill feeling 
at Bucharest, while the Sofvians are en- 
deavoring to occupy as mnoh as possible 
of the territory known asOld Servia. before 
hostilities are at an end, which they intorjd 
to claim as their compensation. A ltus 
siau official dispatch from Kezanlik says 
Gen. Gourko fought Suleiman Pasha from 
tho 15th to tho 19th. The Turks wore 
finally driven into the Rhodopo Moun- 
tains. Their loss was four thousand kiil 
ed, eight thousand prisoners and 49 guns 
captured. 

Constantinople, Jan. 23.— The Porte 
claims to liave information that the Rus- 
sians will attack Gallipoli by Jau. 26th at 
tho latest. In diplomatic circles this 
apprehension is regarded as exaggerated. 

Chicago, Jan 21. — The IHmes' London 
special says tlie situation is u gain becom- 
ing very c itical. 1 here is authority for 
tho sta; anient that Russia is indignant at 
the attitude of England and is disposed to 
bred >ff negotiations altogether or else 
delay them until possessed of military 
advantages which will enable her to meet 
an attack from England. Advice from 
St. Petersburg received this morning 
shows a marked change in tho tone of tho 
semi-official press, indicating a possible 
change of programme on tho part of the 
Government. It is asserted from Buch- 
arest that tin; march on Gallipoli u n 
military necessity f jr the purpose of cut- 
ting off tho retreat of Suleiman Pasha, 
whose troops are being embarked at 
Jennizzaon the gulf ofSaros. There is con- 
siderable apprehension here that from this 
military necessity may grow the military 
occupation of Gullipoli, which would 
greatly embarrass the English troops in 
case of hostilities. A correspondent at 
Pera says an armistice has been agreed on 
though tho terms are not known. He 
believes it includes overy thing demand- 
ed by Russia, as the Poito is determed to 
conclude peace at any price and allow the 
remainder of the fighting, if any, to bo 
carried on by some other power. A Con- 
stantinople dispatch of yesterday nays the 
l'orte has received a telegram sent by 
Servier Pasha from Kezanlik on Monday, 
stating the Russian conditions had not 
yet been formulated, but he expected to 
learn them on Tuesday. Negotiations 
showed that the conditions would have a 
wider bearing than was at first supposed. 
A conversation between tlio negotiators 
had been somewhat animated, A Pera 
correspondent says Suleiman still has left 
a torce of from 20,000 to 30,000 men. 
With thesr and such forces Its can bo 
raised at Constantinople ho thinks a do- 
fensu of the city could bo made for sev- 
eral weeks hi cuse it is determined to make 
resistance. There is s. much unensineos 
that the matter will probably come up to- 
morrow in Parliament. As to Russia's 
intent ion lhat the armistice is so long de- 
layed semi-official Russian organs have 
become menacing in tone. The stock 
exchange to-day is agitated by rumors of 
the failure of peace negotiations- and of 
orders for moving Brii iili troops. Nono 
of tho reports are traceable to any trust- 
worthy snurce, and thoy are probably 
utterly groundless. 

London, Jan. 21. — It is said tho condi- 
tions which wero only mode known at 
Vienna this week havo been sul mitted to 
Prince Bismarck for approval long ago, 
and il the condition are known in London 
tho fact has not yet boon made public. 
Lord Derby, Foreign Secretary, and 
Count Scliouvali.fi', Russian ambassador, 
had an interview on Monday, but 
the subject, is unknown, Count An- 
drossy fearing be saw reasons for 
England's veto oi tno condition has 
undertaken to securo their modifica- 
tion. 

Sir Stafford Norlhcote has notified tho 
House of Commons that ho will on Mon - 
day move for supplementary supplies, for 
tno naval and military service, if tho Rus- 
sians attempt to go to Gallipoli or Con- 
stantinople. There is hardly a doubt the 



British ministry will interfere if support- 
ed by a majority of Parliament, and they 
probably will be. 

The fleet commanded by Martnorp Boy 
has started for Kavolia to embark Sulei- 
man Pasha's troops. Half of the army 
will be convoyed to Gallipoli and half to 
Constantinople. 

London, Jan. 2-t. — In tho House of 
Commons after Sir Stafford Noithcoto's 
declaration, tlio Marquis of Hartington, 
leader of tho liberal party, asked how Sir 
Stafford would roconcilo tho inconsistency 
of this with the promise made tho first 
night of tho session, not to make a propo- 
sal until tho conditions of peace wero re- 
ceived, and whether he would make any 
other statement calculated to allay tho 
anxiety said to bo raised by tho notice. 
Sir Stafford remindod tho House that he 
expected the first night to know tho terms 
of peaco within two days; a week had 
elapsed and not only were Government 
not in possession of tho terms of poaco, 
but considerable Russian forces wero still 
advancing, and therefore tho Government 
thinks thoy cannot longer dolay the pro- 
posal in tho liouso of Lords. Lord Bea- 
consfield in reply to a question by tho 
Dnko of Arg.ylo spoke in tho same strain 
a-i Sir Stafford Northcoto. Lord Boacons- 
ftold distinctly says that England was not 
going to bo dictated to by any other pow- 
ar. Tho Earl of Carnarvon, Colonial Se- 
cretary, and Lord Derby, Foreign Secre- 
tary, wore not present. It was rumored 
in tho Lobby that the Earl of Carnarvon 
had roMguod. Great oxcitemont prevail- 
ed. 

Kksanlik, Jan. 24. — A portion of Su- 
leiman Pasha's train, consiitiug of two 
thousand wagons, was captured ou the 
18th inst., near Herinann, about '10 miles 
west from Adrianople. From details re- 
ceived from tho Russian staff-genoral 
Gourka, tho victory at Phillipolis was 
more complete than first announced. Su- 
leiman Pasha's whole army, forty thou- 
sand strong, was engaged, and finally split 
into two parts, ono commanded by Faradi 
Pasha, fled to tho mountains, and the 
other, under Suleiman Pasha, retroiited 
in tho direction of Haskao, pursued by 
Gens, Bkobeloff and ScarcofT. Tlio Rus- 
sians captured 97 guns. Both fractions 
of the Turks seem to havo reachod Dra- 
ma. 

London, Jan. 25. — Earl Derby was not 
prosout in the Houso of Lords to night, 
but it is said was in tho Lobby, and his 
resignation is in suspense 

It is stated the report of tho Russian 
conditions is substantially correct, al- 
though the terms aro somewhat harsher 
than those which woro officially commu- 
nicated. The general tono of frequenters 
of the House of Parliament is pacific. 

It is believed tho Duko of Richmoud 
will replace Lord Carnarvon. 

London, Jan. 2(5. — It is believed Earl 
Derby's resignation which was tendered 
in consequence of orders to tho duet to 
proceed to tho Dardanelles has since been 
withdraw. It is also thought Govern- 
ment will not doom if necessary to ask 
for supplimentary estimates, and that 
statements to that effect on Monday will 
accompany the announcement of conclu- 
sion of armi»tica. If a veto is persisted 
in, the fat, of Turkeys acceptance of Rus- 
sian conditions it will bo opposed by lib- 
erals by all tho means in tlieir power. 

Trustworthy advices from Vienna indi- 
cate Austria had begun to look for some- 
thing more tamjibl" than general' assur- 
ance of Russia's good iutoution and has 
taken steps to obtain at least, a formal 
diplomatic pledge, that tho interests of 
tho monarchy should suffer no dotriment. 
Communications exchanged are said to 
havo shown a more earnest desiro than 
ever ou tho part of Russia to maintain the 
good understanding bitberto prevailing, 
and its believed the presont exchange of 
views will lead to a satisfactory issue. 
Gormany also according lo a special dis 
patch from Berlin has within a few days 
warned Russia afresh thnt terms of peace 
must bo submitted to the powers for ap- 
proval.

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 20. — The Daily Telegraph 
prints tho following from Constautiuoplo: 
Tho Turkish delegation has been ordered 
to sign peaco preliminaries and tho ar- 
mistice will probably be coucluded to- 
day, tho conditions are stated to includo 
tho following: Servia to be iudepout with- 
out compensation, Montenegro to receive 
Antivari, Nicsios and Spuz, and the por- 
tion of Turkey bordering on Lako Scutri. 
Russia to hold Batoum, Kars and Erzer 
oum until a war indemnity of twenty mil- 
lions pounds is paid. Tho Dardanelles to 
to bo open to Russian men of-war, Bul- 
gcrian autonomy to bo conceded, Turkey 
to uominato a Christian government for a 
long terra of years subject to ratification 
by tlio powers. Bulgaria is not under- 
stood to bo included in the truco but only 
to extend to tho line of tho Balkans, part 
of the Rus-ian army to embark at Con- 
stantinople for their return home uud the 
final »reaty of peaco to bo signed at Con 
stantinople by the Grand Duko Nicholas. 
This arrangement will satisfy Russian 
military honor, without involving tho oo 
oupation of Constantinople, 



Mrs. Beecher's Housekeeping. 

A young wifo applied to Mrs. H. W. 
Bcechor for advice on housekeeping 
ou a small scale. She got tho follow- 
ing interesting answer: — "Our life Las 
not been au easy one, and wo sincerely 
hopo it will never bo too oasy. Thoso 
who, in tho common acceptation of 
that phrase, have au 'easy life' never 
fully develop into all that God gavo 
thorn capacity to bo. They aro dwarf- 
ed. If not exactly indolent, they are 
nevor self hopeful, and bury half, and 
often more than half, of their talents 
in a napkin. 

"As you soom Floptical, listen to 
the story how wo began housekeep- 
ing: — Willi a salary not half oqual to 
your husband's, wo were first settled 
far wost. For aix weeks wo boarded or 
rather wore entertained by a parish- 
ioner. Thou changes in their family 
rendered it necessary for us to decide 
on some more independent mode of 
living. Boarding was too expensive, 
and would cat up all our small income. 
73ut how could wo keep houso on it? 

"You had Hiiflioient to furnish ono 
room, you say. We bad nothing. We 
could not rent a whole bousfi. That 
wan far beyond our ability. At last 
we found two small rooms— but such 
rooms 1 They had boen occupied be- 
labouring men, without a woman's 



caie, and woro exceedingly dirty. But 
we knew what soap and water guided 
by a willing spirit could do to purify 
aud freshen. Tobacco juice and smoke 
well dried in require muny pails of 
hot suds and renewed applications 
before thoy can be obliterated; and our 
landlord would not consent to paint. 
This work was very hard; but »fc did 
not scrub alone. The husbund, with 
as willing hands and much stronger 
unn, lightened the labours wonderful- 
ly, and mado our first house-cleaning 
a timo never to be forgotten. 

"At last our little rooms wero clean, 
and to furnish them was tho noxt ef- 
fort. A cook stovo, a small square of 
cotton carpeting that just covered the 
middle of the floor in our 'best room,' 
an old bureau, a pair of candlesticks, 
half a dozen cups and saucers, and as 
many knives and forks, were given us. 
Tho husband's college study-table, 
chair, single bedstead, and a brass 
lamp were hunted up from the 'gocd- 
for-nothings' in the seminary yard, 
well cleaned and polished, and sent 
down from the seminary to our home, 
We found among some rubbish in our 
back yard thrown out to bo burned, 
three shelvos, the remnants of an old 
book-caso. These woro cleaned, varn- 
ished, and scrowed to the back of the 
study table, and the top of tho tablo 
covered with a piece of cloth, the re- 
mains of an old coat found also among 
tho debris of college days. Now, what 
country pastor could ask for a moro 
convenient, not to say olegant, study 
table than this? 

"A very cheap table covered with an 
old shawl, half a dozon wood-seated 
chairs, a cheap bedstead, husk mat- 
tresses and two pillows, two sheets and 
a pair of pillow cases — to be washed, 
ironed, aired and replaced overy Mon- 
day—completed tho furniture of what 
was to bo the pastor's study aud our 
parlour and bedroom. Fortunately 
thoro was a small cupboard in tho room 
which held all our table furniture. 

"Tho smaller room was to bo the 
kitchen, and in it the stovo was placed. 
There was a sink in this room, and 
from two boards found among the fuel 
the husband made a cover, which 
could be shut down over the sink and 
make a cooking tablo as needed. A 
curtain of four-cent calico was stretch- 
ed by a wire across one corner of the 
room, making a half circle. A wire 
ran through the hem at the bottom, 
and linked into staples at each comer, 
held it firm like a partition. Here, on 
the bench on one side, tho tubs and 
wash boiler wore placed, the flour bar- 
rel aud other stores ou the other side; 
overhead, the bridle, saddle, etc., were 
hung, wrapped up in a piece of this 
same expensive calico, aud a calico 
roof was stretched over all to keep out 
dust. 

"The single bed, redeemed from the 
rubbish of college days, having been 
well-nigh worn out with scrubbing and 
scalding, was placed in the back part 
of the room. Four long poles were 
screwed into the corners, a strong 
wire, on which a curtain of calico was 
strung, was fastened into staples at 
the tops of the poles.. This was our 
wardrobe, when we had no company, 
and our garments were tied to tho wiro 
inside. But if company cutiio to stay 
over night our garments were all fold- 
ed, put into trunks, and slipped under 
tho bed, and our double bed, with its 
husk mattrasses and pillows, given up 
to our guests, and we adjourned to the 
kitchen. 

"This gives you a full list of our 
f'.u-niture. Here we passed the fir6t 
year of our married lile, and there 
•never was and never can bo a. happier 
year. We did our own work, wash- 
ing, ironing'" aud all. It was ofton 
hard at first, but thanks to tho train- 
ing of a noble mother, the work was 
not unfamiliar, and knowing tho value 
of systematic labor, we soon learned 
to do all that was needed and yot havo 
many spare hours. After keeping well 
ahead of our own sewing, we found 
leisure to take other sowing that was 
remunerative and a great, help. 

"Remtmbor that in living in small 
apartments there is less to do than if 
occupying a whole house. Even one 
largo room, with a screen or curtain 
stretched across to hide tho cook stove 
aud tablo, should callers happen in at 
untimely hours, is almost as conveni 
cut as two small ones if not liable to 
company occasionally over night, You 
have tho advantage of us in solecting 
a room; for in a largo city there are 
many to choose from. Try to socuro 
one with a wardrobe and cupboard. 
These are a great convenience if ono 
can find them and afford tho rent of 
such a room, but not an absolute ne- 
cessity if thoy cannot be found. The 
united iugonuity of husband aud wifo 
should bo able to improvise a substi- 
tute. 

"Begin with prompt and early ris- 
ing, oven if tho husband's avocation 
does not compel an early breakfast. 
All tho moro reason for early rising, if 
that bo po; for by this excellent habit 
ho will havo an hour or two to assist 
in making the small home moro con- 
venient. If the room which is to be 
homo is on the second story, as ours 
was, ho will take pleasure in splitting 
tho wood, if you are fortunate enough 
to havo any, bring up water nnd ccal 
enough to last till his return at night, 
or to go for such marketing us may bo 
needed. We should be tha^ kful if 
always sure of as cheerful and compe- 
tent an assistant aa we know a good 
husband can bo. 

"As the work grows familiar, it will 
not take long to finish that which per 
tains to tho morning's work. Of course, 
with ono or ovon two rooms, tho bed 
cannot bo made till after breakfast; but 
spread it up neatly, and air the room. 
As booh as breakfast is over, and the 
husband leaves for his day's work, lay 
the bod clothes by an opon window, 



turn over the mattrass, shake up the 
pillows, and leave all for a thorough 
airing till the dishes aro washed and 
the early morning work finished. Then 
make the bed, sweep and dust the 
room; and if your husband does not 
return to dinner, as is often tho case 
in cities, arrange for your own simple 
lunch and for the pleasant dinner with 
him on his return. Then there will 
be a long, quiet time for sewing, read- 
ing, writing, or any outside work that 
may be needed. On Monday the 
washing for two cannot take moro than 
an hour or two, aud yet leave plenty 
of timo for rest by reading, sewing, 
etc., before tho late dinner, unless you 
prefer to make a day of it, and do 
washing and ironing tho same day. 

"Make all preparations for break- 
fast tho night before, and if a late din- 
ner is necessary, be sure that tho din- 
ner is strength-giving though simple, 
and keep on hand something that can 
bo neatly put up for your husband's 
lunch; for home lunches should bo 
moro palatable, aside from being moro 
economical, than any found at a res- 
taurant. 

"Have we convinced you that our 
advice is worth following." 

George IV. and the Unfortunate 
"Perdita." 



Of all tho black spots that rest upon 
tho character of the Princrj of Wales, 
there aro few blacker thun his treat- 
ment of Mrs. Robinson; and how little 
blame was considered to attach to her 
by those whom envy and malice did 
not render partial judges, is proved by 
the sympathy aud friendship which she 
obtained from many persons of high 
standing in society. Sho paid a visit 
to Paris, where her appearance excited 
great curiosity; she was feted by the 
Due d'Orleans, probably with an ob- 
ject which, however, he never obtained; 
even the Queen desired to be introduc- 
ed to "la belle Anglaise," and present- 
ed her a purse knit with hor own 
fingers. There is little doubt but she 
would have ultimately rt turned to the 
stago but for a torrible calamity which 
now befell her. While travelling 
abroad sho went to sleep in her chaise 
with tho windows open, caught a vio- 
lent cold, which turned to rheumatism 
and at 24 had entirely lost the use of 
her limbs. Thus at au age when few 
women have scarcely entered into the 
world sho had been a wife, a mother, 
a successful actress. a Prince's mistress, 
and this terrible calamity had closed 
her career. Here is a glimpse of her 
at this time by a woman's bitter pen: 
"Ou a tablo in one of tho writing rooms 
of the opera house was seated a woman 
of fashionable appearance, still beau- 
tiful, but, not in the bloom of beauty's 
prido. Sho was not noticed, save from 
the eye of pity. In a few moments 
two liveried servants camo to her, aud 
fook from their pockets long white 
sleeves, which they drew on their arms 
they then lifted her up and conveyed 
her to her carriage — it was then the 
helpless, paralytic Perdita." Sho turn- 
ed authoress and wrote several volumes 
of poetry, and some novels not with- 
out merit, but of a sentimeutal char- 
acter which has "long since sunk them 
into oblivion. But traveling to diflerent 
places, trying different medicinal 
waters, all without effect, greatly re- 
duced her means. Sho appealed to her 
noble friends for payment of money 
she had lout them in her prosperity. 
"Without your aid," she wrote to one, 
"I cannot make trial of the Bristol 
waters, the only remedy that presents 
to me any hope of preserving my ex- 
istence." Tho loan was uot only not 
returned, but the letter remained 
unanswered. After enduring years of 
Buffering — and what affliction could 
have been more terrible to this woman, 
whose beauty had ouco enslaved every 
heart that came within its influence — 
Bbe expired at tho closo of 1790, add- 
ing another to tho many sad chronicles 
of royal mistresses.— "Temple Bar." 

A Case op Economy in the Usiiof Gas. 
A Washington landlady, whose gas bills 
havo increased at a ruinous rate owing to 
tho recklessness with which her guests 
play cards nnd read novels at night, re- 
solved last week to give every member of 
tho household a practical lesson in econ- 
omy. At an early hour in tho evening 
tho gas was turned off at tho metre, and 
tho lodcers were forced to go to bi'd in the 
dark. When the old lady was ready to 
go to hor room she had the «as turned ou 
again. Several boarders had left the 
pipes open, ami as the gas streamed into 
tho room while thoy wero oloep, thoy 
narrowly escaped death. A.™o old lady 
had to pay the doctor's bill and subse- 
quently callod in plumbers and gasfltters, 
tho roBtilts of dome-tic retrenchment have 
not beon very satisfactory.

TO H. C. PII.O'IS, ChJtTJRICATEDMAS« 
ters and others navigating B.C. waters, 
Art. 13. If two ships under steam are meeting end 
on, or nearly end on, so as t.> involve risk of collisi* n 
the helms of both shall he put to port, so that each 
may pass on the port side of the other. 

Art. U If two ships under steam urn crossing so as 
to In vol -e risk of collision, the sblp which has the 
other on her own starhoaid side shall keep out of the 
way of tho other. 

Art 15. If two ships, 0^0 of which la a sailing 
ship and tho oiln r a steamship, are proceeding in 
such directions as to involve risk of collision, the 
steamship shall keep out of the way of thu sailing 
ship. 

Art Id. Every steamship, when approaching and 
ether ship so us to Involve, risk of colllpion, shall 
slacken her speed, or, if necessary, stop aud reverse; 
and every steamship shall, when iu a fog, go at a 
moderate speed . 

Note— The only cases in which Article 13 applies 
is when each of t lie two ships is end on, or nearly 
end on, to tho other;— in other words, to cases in 
which BJ HAY each ship sees the maats of tho other 
In a line, or nearly In u line, with her own; and BT 
NIGHT lo cases iu which each ship Is in such a 
position as to see both the side lights of tho other.
